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The Poor Young Rich Man

Not of works, lest any man 
should boast” (Eph. 2:8, 9). I 
thought of the verse, “... for by 


the works cf the law shall no 
flesh be justified’ (Gal. 2:16). I 
knew from heart experience that 
the Bible has no contradictions. 
But I thought, “How can these 
passages be reconciled?” Then 
it occurred to me that there is 
salvation in the law for any man 
who can keep the law. God gave 
the law. The who meets God’s 
standard has eternal life because 
the iaw is God’s standard and sin 
is the transgression of the law. 
The man who does not violate the 
law has not transgressed. He is 
not a sinner. The trouble is that 
all men have transgressed the law. 
“There is none righteous, no, not 
one’ (Rom. 3:10). 


The Lord Jesus was leading this 
young man 4o Himself, as in- 
evitably ever man must be led to 
Jesus Christ if he compares his 
life by the law, because He only 
is the perfect One under the law, 
only He fulfilled the law. 


The youne man said, ‘Which 
comraandment?’ That used to 
make me wonder, too Why 
would he ask a question like that ? 
Surely a young Jew knew the 
Decalogue. J think He asked it 
because he expected some new 
commandment. This rabbi in an- 
other place, when asked which was 
the greatest commandment, had 
said, ‘The greatest commandment 
is to love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy mind... 
and thy neighbour as thyself.’ I 
think this young man who had tried 
to keep the law and knew that 
-still he -had no light thought he 
would. get some new command- 
ment which by keeping he would 
find his soul satisfied. 


But he did not get @ new ore. 


The Lord gave hm six of the old 
ten. 

Now, why six? Why does he 
not give him all ten? I think 
you will find the answer to that 
in the kind of man with which He 
_ is dealing. He is dealing with one 
of these self-righteous, moral 
men. Say, how hard they are to 
reach for Christ! A poor old fel- 
low in the grip of sin and passion 
and drunkenness knows he Can- 
not do anything for himself. He 
has tried; he knows he is in a 
mess. But these self-righteous 
folk, these official church mem- 
bers, these men who say, “I treat 
everybody as I want everybody 
else to treat me’! They are so 
self-satisfied that they are just 
waiting for a vacancy in the 
Trinity; that is the only job they 
think is biz enough for their 
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talents, their gifts! 

The Lord gives him the six 
commandments that deal with 
men in relation to men. He does 
not mention not having any other 
gods before Himself, making 
graven imagcs and keeping the 
sabbath day holy and not taking 
the name of God in vain. He leaves 
those four out. He names the other 
six. He rewords one. : Instead of 
saying, “Thou shalt not covet,” 
He says, “Love thy neighbor as 
thyself.” It is the same thing 
said in a different way. If I love 
my neighbor I will not covet 
what he has. I will be just as 
glad for him to have it as I 
would be to have it myself if my 
love for him is equal to my love 
for myself. 


The young man says, ‘I’ve done 
these things all my life.’ I think 
he thought he told the truth. I 
think outwardly he was a pretty 
good sort of fellow. I think he 
was honest. I do not think he 
had stolen his money. I think he 
was clean, decent and upright, as 
moral as a man can be. But God 
does not look on that; God looks 
on the heart. It is not enough 
not to commit adultery. The 
man who looks to lust, commits 
adultry in God’s sight. 


So often down at Bob Jones 
University we say to our stu- 
dents, “It is not what you do that 
counts with God primarily, it is 
what you are. What you are will 
make you do what you do. A 
man who has the right kind of 
heart will do right.” I do not 
mind a man’s being dumb if he 
has a good heart. I would rather 
trust myself into the hands of a 
good. dumb saint of God than in- 
to the hands of the most brilliant 
man in the world if that man has 
an evil heart. You can depend 
upon the results of a life if the 
life is sincerely and_ earnestly 
seeking the will of God. Such a 
person will make mistakes, yes; 
but he will be quick to try to do 
his best to fix them up. We have 
gotten so cold in these days. We 
try to decide everything on a sci- 
entific basis. There is nothing 
warm about science. ‘There is not 
anything warm about Bible teach- 
ing, just in itself. Some of the 
most cold-hearted men I have 
ever known: have been’ Bible 
teachers. Do not misunderstand 
me. I am not saying this be- 
cause it is an evangelistic con- 
ference. But some of the coldest 
hearts I have ever known have 
been great Bible teachers. 


There was a radio announcer in 
the city of Chattanooga. I had 
known him for a goog many 
years and had been trying to win 
him to Christ. He was a fine 
young fellow. He has now pass- 
ed away. As far as I know he 
never. got to know Christ. 

I went to Chattanooga one day, 
sat down and talked to him, for 
an hour about Christ. He was 
more tender and more approach- 
able than I hac ever seen him. 
He said, “Dr. Bob, I know you 
are right. Come back to see me 
next week.” 


I thought maybe there was 
some hope. I had dealt with him 
seven or eight times before. 

Between that day and the next 
time I saw him, a great Bible 
teacher (you would know his 
name if I called it) came to Chat- 
tanooga. He had a daily radio 
program during the week he was 
there. Another man turned his 
program over to him while he 
was away in an evangelistic meet- 
ing, a2 man who has had a daily 
program in the city for fifteen 
or sixteen years. 

The next time I went back to 


see Chuck I said, “Chuck, how 
about it?” 
He said, “Dr. Bob, don’t ever 


talk to me again about being’ a 
Christian. I have been dealing 
for a week with Dr. So-and-So. 
He believes exactly what you be- 
lieve theologically. If that man 
is a Christian I would rather go 
to Hell.” 

I said, 
Chuck ?” 

He said, ‘‘The first day he was 
here on the program the pianist 
who is regularly with the pro- 
gram, a shy, little fellow but a 
good man, came in and said, ‘Doc- 
tor, Rev. . asked 
me to come down today and an- 


“What is the matter, 


nounce his meeting down. at 
—’ (he named the place.) 
But the famous Bible’ teacher 
said, ‘No, this program has been 
turned over to me. I will. make 
all the announcements necessary.’ 
Remember, he was on another 
man’s program. He had _ just 
turned it over to him. I went to 
introduce myself and said, ‘Doc- 
tor, will you turn the program 
back over to us at twenty-nine? 
We have a spot announcement,’ 


“He said, ‘You don’t have’ to 
tell me how to do on the radio. 
I was on such and such a net- 
work for so many years. I know 
how to do on the radio.’ I never 
saw a man who was as cold and 
unkind in my life. I thought 
Christians had a warm heart.” 


God help us, sometimes in the 
pressure of the work, we do not 
have time to be kind. 


I believe knowledge puffeth up. 
Spiritual knowledge can puff up. 
A man can be so proud of what 
he knows that he is just resting 
in his own knowledge. It is love 
that edifieth. Unless ‘there is 
some love there, there is some- 
thing wrong. Brethren, I never 
knew a man who was a great 
soul winner who did not have a 
warm heart. I do not believe a 
man is @ great preacher to_sin- 
ners until he almost cries every 
time he thinks of Calvary and 
weeps when he thinks of sinners 
in Hell. There must be warmth. 

This young fellow came to the 
Lord Jesus. He got the answer 
to his question. Jesus. said, 
“Keep the commandments.’ 

He said, ‘Which ones?’ 

The Lord gave them to him. 

The fellow knew he needed 
something else. He said, ‘I’ve’ 
done these things all my life [I 
don’t think he had]; what lack 
I yet ?” 

The Lord said, ‘Go sell what you 
have and give to the poor, come 
and follow Me and have treasure 
in Heaven.’ 


Giving to the poor does _ not 
make us treasure in Heaven un- 
less we first belong to the Lord 
Jesus. Salvation is-not in the first 
part of that commandment. Sal- 
vation is in tthe second part: 
“Come and follow me.” “There is 
none other name under heaven. 
given among men, whereby we 
must be saved” (Acts 4:12). 


But this fellow had some things 
that tied him to the world. He 
had to empty his heart before the 
Lord. could fill it. You know, 
duties never conflict. A rich man, 
even if he is a godless man, has 
certain responsibilities for his 
wealth. God holds .a man account- 
able for his gifts. This rich man 
had to get rid of his money. He 
could not go away and leave his 
estate mixed up, his servants with- 
out a master. That would have 
been wrong. But the Lord said, 
‘Young man, go and dispose of 
those things. The quickest way 
to get rid of them is to give them 
away. ‘Then come and follow Me 
and I will give you _ heavenly 
treasures.’ Put the fellow went 
away full of sorrow for he had 
great possessions. 

I think he is almost the saddest 
character in the New Testament. 
We do not even know his name. 
He is just 2 man who came and 
asked and went away. His name 
might have been written that day 
in the Lamb’s book of life, but 
instead he went back to write it on. 
the tax records in Jerusalem. ‘He 
might have hecome a companion 
of the apostles but instead he went 
back to associate with the mer- 
chants and the brokers in Jerusa- 
lem. That young man might have 
been used of God’s Holy Spirit to 
give us an ecpistle in the Bible. I 
might have read the Scripture 
today from the gospel or the 
epistle given through this young 
man. But instead, he went back 
to balance his bank account in 
Jerusalem. . 

He might have become heir of 
a mansion in glory and a house on 
high; but instead he went back 
to his palace in Jerusalem. It was 
a lovely place, no doubt: marble 
floors, tapestry covered walls, 
fragrant oil in golden lamps. He 
went back to wine and banquets 
and servants; the gold that was 
cool to his touch, silver that could 
ring upon the marble tops of his 
tables. Perhaps he had a summer 
villa on the slope outside the city 
where the breezes were cool as’ 
they blew through his gardens. 
Maybe he stood between the 


marble columns of his portico and 
looked over his estate. The grain 
was like a golden sea rippling in 
the sunlight. His olive orchard 
made a dark pattern on the slope. 
His cattle were on the hillside and 
his sheep were in the valley. He 
chose the things he could touch 
and taste and see and handle and 
enjoy, and he lost eternal life. Do 
you wonder why I call him, a poor 
young man? “For what shall it 
profit a man, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose his own 
soul?” (Mark 8:36). 


It was not going to be long 
before the Roman armies came in 
to level Jerusalem and bury his 
palace under the rubble of all the 
-wreckage. His gold would be 
poured into Caesar’s coffers and 
his servants taken slaves to Rome. 
Yet he chose those things. There 
is always a time when a man has 
to leave his wealth. Death pauses 
at the portal of the palace and 
stops on the steps of the villa and 
calls the name. 


Do you wonder that I call him 
a poor young man? 

And as the Lord saw him go 
away the heart of the Saviour was 
heavy, too, because He desires not 
the death of any. I think nothing 
must grieve God so much as the 
waste of the powers of young 
lives. I think God gets angry 
in His heart when He ‘sees us 
waste the resources of the world, 
kill the pigs, pour the coffee in the 
river and burn the grain when 
hungry men are starving -else- 
where. I think God must burn in 
indignation at our lack of good 
sense. and our lack .of tenderness 
of heart in those matters. But I 
think He must be infinitely more 
grieved when He sees what a man 
cOuld be and what he will not be 
hecause he wil! not let Christ come 
in. 

As the Lord looks heavyhearted 
after this young man, Peter asks 
the question that is a sort of text 
for today: 

“Behold, we have forsaken all, 
and followed thee; what shall we 
have therefore ?”’ 


In other words he was saying, 
“Look, Lord, we did it; what are 
we going to-get out of it?” I 
know it does not sound like that. 
I read the King James, Version. 
It is beautiful . English. The 
cadent syllables march by like an 
army with plumes in its helmets, 
and banners aloft. It sounds re- 
spectable, like a great organ, when 
you read it in the King James 
Version. -But the blunt Aramiac 
that Peter used was just as rough 
as this: “Say, Lord, what is the 
pay off? What are we going to 
get out of this thing?” 

It is an awful question. I am 
embarrassed for Peter every. time 
I read it. But it-was just like 
him. He was one of those fellows 
who had a gift for saying the 
wrong thing at the wrong time. 
He was a married man! He had 
a mother-in-law. I have often 
wished she could have gone along 
to keep him straight when he fol- 
lowed Jesus—I mean the wife; 
not the mother-in-law! 


You know a man’s wife means 
much. I was talking to somebody 
at this conference about some 
great young preachers I know. I 


case of every one of those fellows 
they have wonderful wives?” 
Thank God for the wives’ with 
good sense! A wife like that can 
do a lot for a man: One well- 
placed kick under the table can 
keep a man out of trouble many 
a time! I am going to ask a 
doctor some time what is the con- 
nection between a man’s shinbone 
and his jawbone! You work on 
one and it onerates the other! 

But if \irs. Peter had gone 
along the poor old disciple. would 
have been too crippled to walk, 
for he had a gift for saying the 
wrong thing. And I do not think 
anything he ever said was worse 
than this. 


I have thought of all the ways 
the Lord could have answered 


(I believe to leave all is the first 
preparation for an _ evangelist.) 
He could have said, ‘Yes, you 
have left all; tell me, what have 
you left?” When God begins to 
pin us down, some things do not 
seem so important. Sometimes 
He deals with a man at one point 
in His life.

He did—his fisher- 
man’s hut: perhaps with walls of 
driftwood, plastered with mud, 
thatched with straw, pebbles for 
a floor. In it were a rickety ta- 
ble and a pallet of straw.

I look at my kids and think, 
“If the world goes on as it. seems 
to me going now ang God does not 
send us a. great revival, for the 


sake of the gospel they may have 


to go to prison’ before their lives 
are ended.’’ I believe we are going 
to have to face some persecution 
for the sake of the gospel in these 
days. -But I am glad we have a 
Saviour who does not mind going 
to jail if we go there for Him. 

‘What else did you “ leave, 
Peter?’

What Is Hell? 

What is Hell? I do not know. 
Neither do vou. 
the other side know. God has 
seen fit in His Book of Life to 
give us brief glimpses of it. It 


is spoken of as, “a lake of fire,” 
“a furnace of fire,” ‘everlasting 
fire,’ “fire and brimstone,” ‘“de- 


vouring fire,” etc. The questioner 
insists those are figures of speech. 
Well, find out when figures of 
speech are used and see if that 


helps any. What is Hell? Jesus 
said it is “everlasting punish- 
ment.”’ The Messenger of God to 


John said, “it is drinking of the 
wrath of God, which is poured out 
without mixture.” 


“And the third angel followed 
them, saying with a loud voice, if 
any man worship the beast and his 
image, and receive his mark in his 
forehead, or in his hand, 


The same shall drink of the wine 
of the wrath of God, which is 
poured out without mixture into 
the cup of his indignation; and he 
shall be tormented with fire and 
brimstone in the presence of the 
holy angels, and in the presence’ 
of the Lamb: 


And the smoke of their torment 
ascendeth up for ever and ever: 
and they have no rest day nor 
night, who worship the beast and 


the mark of his name. 

Here is the patience of the 
saints: here are they that keep 
the commandments of God, and 
the faith of Jesus. 

And I heard a voice from 
heaven saying unto me, Write, 
Blessed are the dead which die 
in the Lord from henceforth: Yea, 
saith the Spirit, that they may 
rest from their labours; and their 
works do follow  them.’’—Rev. 
14:9-13. 

They have upon themselves the 
sign of ownership. 

Men want to tone it down a 
bit. I am sometimes tempted to 
cut the corners when speaking on 
such a _ solemn subject. God’s 
Word says it is “without mixture.”’ 
The Messenger continues by say- 
ing, “‘They have no rest day nor 
night.” Jesus says again, ‘‘There 
shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth’ (Luke 13:27, 28). Hell is 
a permanent state, for “He that is 
filthy, let him be filthy still; he 
that is unrighteous, let him be un- 
rigteous still” (Rev. 22:11). How 
could it be otherwise? If people 
refuse salvation in this life, spurn- 
ing the cross, the church, prayer, 
the Holy Spirit, the Bible, Chris- 
tian fellowship and example—how 
could they expect.a change in a 
place of no cross, no church, no 
Bible. no Christian fellowship? 
“Ye must be born again.” “Now 
is the day of salvation’ (2 Cor. 
6:2). What is Hell? I do not 
know. But the Bible says it is 
“outer darkness.” The Bible says 
it is the “bottomless pit.” Going 
down, and down, and down, forever 
down. Away, away from God; 
and Heaven, and the saints of God! 
é Who Goes to Hell? 

Who goes to Hell? I do not 
know, but God’s Word speaks with 
authority! “The wicked shall be 
turned into hell and all the na- 
tions that forget God” (Psa. 9:17). 
‘In flaming fire taking vengeance 
on them that know not God, and 
that obey not the gospel of our 
Lord Jesus Christ: who shall be 
punished with everlasting destruc- 
tion from the presence of the

his image, and whosoever receiveth ° 


Lord, and from the glory of His 
power” (2 Thess. 1:8, 9). How we 
misread the Bible. Some stop at 
“destruction” in the above passage. 
But read on. Let it say its own 
message. Who goes to Hell? I 
do not know. But the Bible says, 
“The fearful, the unbelieving, and 
the abominable, and murderers, 
and whoremongers, and sorcerers, 
and idolaters, and all liars, shall 
have their part in the lake of fire 
which burneth with fire and brim- 
stone: which is the second death” 
(Rev. 21:8). I used to think that 
was a bit severe to include “‘liars’”’ 
in such a ierrible list, but the 
longer I live the more horrible 
lying becomes to me. Men and 
women will lie about each other. 
They will lie about why they go 
to Christ’s church, and about why 
they don’t go. They will lie about 
why they do not become Chris- 
tians. They will lie about why 
they marry, and about why they. 
do not marry. Parents will lie 
about children. Children-will lie 
about parents. Men will lie about 
their reason for giving money to 
good causes, and about why they 
refuse to give their money to good 
causes. Men lie, and lie and lie! 
“Ye must be born again.”~ How? 
“By faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ.”’ 


Read I Corinthians 6:9-11— 

“Know ye not that the un- 
righteous shall not inherit the king- 
dom of God? Be not deceived: 
neither fornicators, nor idolaters, 
nor adulterers, nor effeminate, nor 
abusers of themselves with man- 
kind. 

Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor 
drunkards, nor revilers, nor ex- 
tortioners, shall inherit the estar’ 
dom of God. 


And such were some of you: 
but ye are washed, but ye are 
sanctified, but ye are justified in 
the name of the Lord Jesus, and 
‘by the Spirit of our God.”

ter. From a common sense stand- 
‘point, why can’t he be allowed in 
| Heaven? _ Because only God is 
worshipped in Heaven, and this 


-chap would go around falling down 


before Abraham, or Simon Peter, 
or the Apostle John. Twice in 
Revelation John is so overcome he 
starts to fall in worship before the 
heavenly Messenger and each time 
is admonished to “worship God.” 
| See also, Revelation 4:10—‘The 


four and tweity elders fall down 


before him that sat on the throne, 
and worship him that liveth for 
ever and ever, and cast their 
crowns befors2 the throne.” Versus, 
Revelation 9:20—‘And the rest 
of the men which were not killed 
by these plagues yet repented not 
of the works of their hands, that 
they should not worship devils, and 
idols of gold, and silver, and brass, 
and stone, and of wood: which 
neither can see, nor hear, nor 
walk.” “Ye must be born again.”’ 


Suppose an unregenerate adul- 
terer should be allowed within the 
heavenly portals. God’s saintly 
women will be thousands upon 
thousands of times more attrac- 
tive there—than here. The one 
with the beastly, unregenerate 
nature, would try there to satisfy 
his fleshly desires. He won’t get 
there in that state. “Ye must be 
born again.” 

I am reminded of the time when 
a partially intoxicated attorney 
appeared in a Federal court for 
his client. The judge reprimanded 
him, disbarred him from further 
practice in that court and accord- 
ing to the rews report in the 
matter, the judge further asked 
the State bar to disbar him. Yet 
some people expect God Almighty 
to receive into the Glory world 
unregenerate natures such as men 
will not allow in their homes, 
neither in their courts. What 
shame! ‘Ye must be born again.” 

While at the Seminary I read 
this story in the columns of the 
Cincinnati Enquirer. One wing of 
an insane asylum in a _ nearby 
state caught fire. 
mates of that wing were rushed 
to the crest of a nearby hill under 
guard of a half dozen wardens. 
rFiremen had rushed to the scene 
to try to keep the flames from 
destroying the main part of the 
great institution. The usual crowd 
of the curious looked on. Sud- 
denly one of the crazy ones atop 
that hill separated himself from 
the others, rushed down the hill, 
pushed through the crowd and be- 
fore kindly hands could stop the 


mad rush, he had plunged into the

flames. A falling brick wall 
finished what the flames might 
not have accomplished at the 
moment. Someone says, “Only a 
crazy person would have done 
that.” I, too, think only a poor 
soul mentally deranged would’ do 
a thing like that. But Jesus says, 
“These shall go away into ever’ 
lasting punishment.” Yet, men’ 
plunge on in their sin toward that’ 
destruction! Why? “As Tf live, 
saith the Lord, I have no pleasure 
in the death of the wicked. Turn 
ye, O turn ye, for why will ye 
die?” (Ezek. 33:11). So, such 
teaching is not only in the imagery 
of Revelation. 

If some lost person hears these 
words from the Book of Life and 
still resolves to push on in the 
ways of sin, he ought to get a bit 
of paper and a pencil, and write 
on that paper the word, “Lost! 
Lost! Lost!” He should put that 
paper with cther papers of im- 


portance, so that when death 
steals over him and he is laid 
away, hands settling his estate 


will find this paper containing the 
word, ‘Lost! Lost! Lost!” All 
doubt as to his deliberately chosen 
doom will be settled.

While we do not insist on the 
term, “the Baptism with the Holy 
Spirit,” we believe Dr. Torrey has 
given a good definition of this 
special enduement of power from 
on high. With this in mind, we 
will do well to consider the testi- 
monies of great men who were 
filled with the Holy Spirit and see 
that the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit is indeed a special endue- 
ment of power fitting Christians 
to win souls, and we will see how | 
other Christians received this en- 
duement of power. 


D. L. Moody’s Enduement 

In The Life of D. L. Moody, 
written by his son, is a very sim- 
ple but striking account of the| 
secret of D. L. Moody’s power. | 
Here is the story of Mr. Moody’s | 
enduement of power, as given on) 
pages 146, 147, and 149. 

“The year 1871 was a critical 
one in Mr. Moody’s career. He 
realized more and more how little 
he was fitted by personal acquire- 
ments for his work. An intense 
hunger and thirst for spiritual 
power were aroused in him by 
two women who used to attend 
the meetings and sit on the front 
seat. He could see by the expres- 
sion on their faces that they were 
praying. At the close of services 
they would say to him: 

“*"We have been praying for 
you.’ 

““Why don’t you pray for the 
people?’ Mr. Moody would ask. 

“*Because you need the power 
of the Spirit’, they would say. 

“IT need the power! Why,’ said 
‘Mr. Moody, in relating the inci- 
dent years after, ‘I thought I had 
power... I had the largest congre- 
gations in Chicago, and_ there 
were many conversions. I was in 
a sense satisfied. But right along 
those two godly women kept 


talk about anointing for special 
service set me to thinking. I 
asked them to come ang talk 
with me, and they poured out 
their hearts in prayer that I might 
receive the filling of the Holy 
Spirit. There came a great hun- 
ger into my soul. I did not know 
what it was. I began to cry out 
as I never did before. I really 
felt that I did not want to live 
if I could not have this power 
for service.’ ”’ 


Then the book tells of the great 
Chicago fire, of D. L. Moody’s 
relief work, the building of the 
north side tabernacle, ang of his 
visiting in the East to secure 
funds for his work. Then the 
narrative continues: 


“During this Eastern visit the 
hunger for more spiritual power 
was still upon Mr. Moody. 


“‘My heart was not in the 
work of begging,’ he said. ‘I 
could not appeal. I was crying 
all the time that God would fill 
me with His Spirit. Well, one 
day, in the city of New York— 
oh, what a day!—I cannot de- 
scribe it, I seldom refer to it; 
it is almost too sacred an experi- 
ence to name. Paul had an ex- 
perience of which he never spoke 
for fourteen years. I can only 
say that God revealed Himself to 
me, and I had such an experience 
of His love that I had to ask Him 
to stay His hand. I went to 
preaching again. The sermons 
were not different; I did not pre-

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In the book, Moody, His Words,

I want to quote 
here from one message beginning 
on page 396 of that book, to show 
Moody’s clear doctrine on this 
matter of an enduement of power 
from on high. 


D. L. Moody’s Article on 
“THE BAPTISM OF THE HOLY 
SPIRIT FOR SERVICE 

“In some sense, and to some 
extent, the Holy Spirit dwells 
with every believer; but there is 
another gift, which may be called 
the gift of the Holy Spirit for 
service. This gift, it strikes me, 
is entirely distinct and separate 
from conversion and assurance. 
God -has a great many children 
that have no power, and the rea- 
son is, they have not the gift of 
the Holy Ghost for service. God 
doesn’t seem to work with them, 
and-I believe it is because they 
have not sought this gift. 

“In the opening of the eleventh 
chapter of Luke we find the dis- 
ciples asking Christ to teach 
them how to pray. After doing 
so he goes on to explain it, and 
in the ninth, tenth, ang __ thir- 
teenth verses says: ‘And I say 
unto you, Ask, and it shall be 
given you; seek, and ye _ shall 
find; knock, and it shall be opened 
unto you. For every one that 
asketh receiveth. . . . If ye then, 


| being evil, know how to give good 


gifts unto your children; how 
much more shall your heavenly 
Father give the Holy Spirit to 
them that ask him!’ 

‘“‘Now the lesson to be learned 
from this is, that we must pray 


for the Holy Spirit for service;. 


pray that we may be anointed 
and qualified to do the work that. 
God has for us to do. 
that Elisha was a child of God 
before Elijah met him; but _he 
was not qualified for the work of 
a prophet until the spirit of Eli- 
jah came upon him. We have to 


ask for this blessing, to knock 


for it, to seek for it, and find out 
why it does not come. If we re- 
gard iniquity in our hearts, if we 
have some hidden sin, God is not 
going to give us the baptism of 
power. ‘We are not as ‘an empty 
vessel;’ we are not ready to re- 
ceive the blessing, and_ so it 
doesn’t come. 


“In the third chapter of Luke 
we find that Christ was baptized 
by the Holy Ghost before he en- 
tered upon his ministry. This 
should teach us to get anointed 
before starting out to do the 
Lord’s work. Christ was the Son 
of God just as much before his 
baptism as afterward, but even 
He needed this power; and if the 
Son of God, who never had sin- 
ned,, needed it, how much more 
do we need it, and how hopeless 
it will be if we attempt to work 
before we get it.” 

Again you will notice § Mr. 
Moody’s teaching that the coming 
of the Holy Spirit upon Chris- 
tians, what Moody and Torrey 
and most other great soul win- 
ners have called “The baptism 
of the Holy Spirit,” is simply an 
enduement of power for soul-win- 
ning service; that Christians 
should pray for this enduement 
of power from on high. 


That Moody’s work was done in 
the mighty power of the Holy 


Spirit, that he really had upon, 
him the power of Pentecost, was: 


obvious to all who knew him well. 
At Moody’s funeral C. I. Scofield, 
then about 56 years old, spoke. 
And though later—when there 
was a hue and cry raised by the 
followers of Darby against the 
terminology of Moody and Torrey: 
and other great soul winners on 
this matter of the baptism of the, 


Holy Spirit, or the fullness of the} 


Spirit—Scofield avoided it, yet on 
this occasion he used the termin- 
ology of Moody and of Torrey 
and of Finney. Here are Dr. Sco- 
field’s words over the body of the 
great soul winner, Moody: 

“The secrets of Dwight L. 
Moody’s power were: First, in a 
definite experience of Christ’s 
saving grace. He had passed out 
of death into life, and he knew 
it. Secondly, he believed in the 


ati for you.’ 
I believe. 


divine authority of the Scriptures. 
The Bible was to him the voice 
of God, and fle made it resound 
as such in the consciences. of 
men. Thirdly, he was _ baptized 
with the Holy Spirit, and he knew 
it. [Italics supplied]. It was 
to him as definite an experience 
as his conversion.” (The Life of 
D. L. MoOdy by his son, page 
561.) 


Oh, how earnest was Moody in 
his burden to keep the power of 
the Spirit of God upon him! He 
said once, in his sermon on “Hin- 
dered Power,’ in the book, Secret 
Power, “I have lived long enough 
to know that if I cannot have 
the power of the Spirit of God on 
me to help me to work for Him, 
I would rather die, than to live 
just for the sake of living.” 


In Dr. R. A. Torrey’s great 
message on Why God Used D. L. 
Moody, he named seven qualities 
that made Moody the- wonderfully 
used man that he was. And the 
seventh, last and most important 
was that Moody was “definitely 
endued with power from on high.”’ 
Listen to what R. A. Torrey said 
(pages 51-55) about Mr. Moody: 

“The seventh thing that Was 
the secret of why Gog used D. L. 
Moody was that, he had a very 
definite enduement with power 
from on high, a very clear and 
definite baptism with the Holy 
Ghost. Mr. Moody knew he had 
‘the baptism . with the Holy 
Ghost,’ he had no doubt about it. 
In his early days he was a great 
hustler, he had a tremendous de- 
sire to do something, but he had 
no real power. He ‘worked very 
largely in the energy of the 
flesh. But there were two hum- 
ble Free Methodist women who 
used to come over to his meetings 
in the Y. M. C. A. One _ was 
‘Auntie Cook’ and the other Mrs. 
Snow. (1 think her name was 
not Snow at that time.) These 
two women would come to Mr. 
Moody at the close of his meet- 
‘ings and say: ‘We are praying 
Finally, Mr. Moody be- 
came somewhat nettled and said 
‘to them one night: ‘Why are you 
praying for me? Why don’t you 
pray for the unsaved?’ They re- 
plied: ‘We are praying that you 
may get the power.’ Mr. Moody 
did not know what that meant, 
but he got to thinking about it, 
and then went to these women 
and said: ‘I wish you would tell 
me what you mean,’ and they told 
him about the definite~ baptism 
with the Holy Ghost. Then he 
asked that he might pray with 
them and not they merely pray 
for him. 


“Auntie Cook once told me of 
the intense fervour with which 
Mr. Moody prayed on that occa- 
sion. She told me in words that I 
scarcely dare repeat, though I have 
never forgotten them. And he not 
only prayed with them, but he also 
prayed alone. Not long after, one 
day on his way to England, he 
was walking up Wall Street in 
New York (Mr. Moody very sel- 
dom told this and I almost hesi- 
tate to tell it) and in the midst 
of the bustle and hurry of that 
city his prayer was answered; 
the power of God fell upon him 
as he’ walked up the street and 
he had to hurry off to the house 
of a friend and ask that he might 
have a room by himself, and in 
that room he stayed alone for 


hours; and the Holy Ghost came |; 


upon him filling his soul with 
such joy that at last he had to 
ask God to withhold His hand, 
lest he die on the spot from very 
joy. He went out from that place 
with the power of the Holy Ghost 
upon him, anq when he got to 
London (partly through the pray- 
ers of a bedridden saint in Mr. 
Lessey’s church) the power of 
God wrought through him might- 
ily in North London and hiun- 
dreds were added to the churches, 
and that was what led to his be- 
ing invited over to the wonder- 
ful campaign that followed in 
later years. “@ 
“Time and again Mr. Moody 
would come to me and say: ‘Tor- 
rey, I want you to preach on bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost.’ I do 
not know how many times he 
asked me to speak on that sub- 
ject. Once, when I had been in- 
vited to preach in the Fifth Ave- 
nue Presbyterian Church; New 
York (invited at Mr. Moody’s sug- 
gestion; had it not been for his 
suggestion the invitation would 


never have been extendeg to me), 


just before I started for New 
York, Mr. Moody drove up to my 
house and said: ‘Torrey, they 
want you to preach at the Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian Church in 
New York. It is a great, big 
church, cost a million dollars to 
build it.’ Then he _ continued: 
‘Torrey, I just want to ask one 
thing of you. I want to tell you 
what to preach about. You will 
preach that sermon of yours on 
“Ten Reasons Why I Believe the 
Bible to Be the Word of God” 
and your sermon on “The Baptism 
with the Holy Ghost.” Time and 
again, when a call came to me to 
go off to some church, he would 
come up to me and say: ‘Now, Tor- 
rey, be sure and preach on the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost.’ ” 

Oh, if we had more men filled 
with the Holy Spirit, endued with 
power from on high as Moody 
was, we would have more men 
showing Moody’s results! 

R. A. Torrey Was Definitely 
Filled With the Holy Ghost 
for Soul-Winning Power 

Already you know, by what Dr. 
Torrey said about D. L. Moody, 
that he believed, as Moody did, 
that one to win souls for Christ 
must have the power of God, a 
Special enduement of power, that 


of God. Torrey was in some 
Sense the successor of D. L. 
Moody. He was certainly Moody’s 
most trusted helper. In one 
world-wide tour R. A. Torrey’s 
campaigns resulted in a hundred 
thousand souls saved. So says 
George T. B. Davis in his book, 
Twice Around the World With 
Alexander. Mr. Davis says that 
Torrey and Alexander were the 
“successors of Moody and San- 
key.” Telling of Torrey’s and 
Alexander’s campaigns in Eng- 
land, Davis said, “In Birmingham 
during a single month’s campaign 
7,700 confessed Christ; while in 
London, in a five months’ Mis- 
sion, held in Royal Albert Hall, 
England’s finest auditorium, and 
in two specially erected iron 
buildings, about 17,000 made -pub- 
lic professions. In all, during the 
three years’ work in the British 
Isles, about 80,000 converts were 
recorded...” ‘Thousands of oth- 
ers were saved in Australia; and 
of course many, many thousands 
in campaigns in America. So the 
scholarly Torrey walked in the 
steps of the uneducated Moody. 
Both of them alike were filled 
with the Holy Spirit. And let us 
read what Dr. Torrey says about 
himself. 


In his book, The Holy Spirit: 
Who He Is, and What He Does, 
in the chapter, ‘The Baptism 
With the Holy Spirit,” pages 107- 
108, Dr. Torrey says: 

“The address of this afternoon, 
and the addresses of the days im- 
mediately to follow, are the out- 
come of an experience, and that 
experience was the outcome of a 
study of the Word of God. After 
I had been a Christian for some 
years, and after I had been in 
the ministry for some years, my 
attention was strongly attracted 
to certain phrases found in the 
Gospels and in the Acts of the 
Apostles, and in the Epistles, such 
as ‘baptized with the Holy Spirit,’ 
‘filled with the Spirit,’ ‘the Holy 
Spirit fell upon them,’ ‘the gift 
of the Holy Spirit,’ ‘endued with 
power from on high,’ and other 
closely allied phrases. As I stud- 
ied these various phrases in their 
context, it became clear to me 
that they all stood for essential- 
ly the same experience; and it 
also became clear to me that God 
has provided for each child of 
His in this present. dispensation 


} that they should be thus ‘baptized 


with the Spirit,’ or, ‘filled with 
the Spirit.’ ~~ 

“As I studied the subject still 
further, I became convinced that 
they described an experience 
which I did not myself possess, 
and I went to work to secure for 
myself the experience thus de- 
scribed. I sought earnestly that 
I might ‘be baptized with the 
Holy Spirit.” I went at it very 
ignorantly. I have often wondered 
if anyone ever went at it any more 
ignorantly than I did. But while 
I was ignorant, I was thoroughly 
sincere and in earnest, and God 
met me, as He always meets the 
sincere and earnest soul, no matter 
how ignorant ne may be; and God 
‘gave me what I sought, I was 
‘baptized with the Holy Spirit.’ 


is, must be filled with the Spirit’ 


And the result was a transformed 
Christian life and a transformed 
ministry.” 

Torrey, too, was filled with the 
Holy Spirit. He did not talk in 
tongues, he never claimed to have 
the carnal nature eradicated, but 
he did receive a mighty enduement 
of power from on high. It came 
after he was saved and made him 
a mighty soul winner. 


In the book, Holiness and Power, 
pages 337-338, Rev. A. M. Hills 
tells of a letter from Dr. Torrey 
in the following words: 


“I wrote a letter to Brother 
Torrey of Chicago, a month ago, 
asking him to tell me how he 
came to seek the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit, and what the blessing 
had done for him. He replied as 
| follows: ‘I was led to seek the 
| baptism with the Holy Spirit be- 
cause I became convinced from 
_ the study of the Acts of the Apos- 
jtles that no one had a right to 
| preach the gospel until he had been 
| baptized with the Holy, Spirit. At 
|last I was led to the place where 


aa said that [I would never enter 


the pulpit again until I had been 
_baptized with the Holy Ghost and 
| knew it, or until God in some way 
itold me to go. I obtained the® 
blessing in less than a week. If 
‘I had understood the Bible-as If 
do now there heed not have passed 
any days. 

““‘As to what the blessing has 
done for me, I could not begin 
to tell. It has brought a joy into 
my soul that I never dreamed of 
before; a liberty in preacing that 
makes preaching an unspeakable 
delight where before it was @ 
matter of dread; it has opened to 
me a door of usefulness, so that 
now, instead of preaching to a 
very little church, I have calls 
every year to proclaim the truth 
to very many thousands, being ™ 
invited to conventions in. every 
part of the land to address vast 
audiences; and I have a church 
to-day, in addition to my work 
in the Institute, that has a mem- 
bership of upwards of thirteen 
hundred, with an evening audience 
that sometimes overflows the audi- 
torium of the church, into which ° 
we can pack twenty-five hundred 
people into the lecture-room be- 
low.’ ”’ 


This letter by Dr. Torrey was 
written before he made his world- 
wide tour and before he was in a 
life of evangelistic Gampaigns. 
Yet he knew that he had been 
_ definitely endued with power from 
on high. He had had a definite 
time of seeking the power of God 
and knew that he had found that 
which he sought. God gave him 
power in preaching the Word and 
teaching and it resulted in multi- 
tudes saved. 


Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman Filled 
With the Holy Spirit 

Rev. A. M. Hills was state evan- 
gelist in Michigan for the Con- 
|: sregationsl church. His book, 
| Holiness and Power, is a good 
book, though we do not vouch for 
Brother Hills’ position on holiness. 
But Hills tells in the following 
words, page 536, of a time when 
Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman went. be- 
fore God and sought His power 
and found it. 

“Dr. Wilbur Chapman tells us 
how he went before God and 
consecrated himself and then said 
in faith, ‘My Father, I now claim 
from Thee the infilling of the 
Holy Ghost,’ and he says: ‘From 
that moment to this He has been 
a living reality. I never knew 
what it was to love my family 
before. I never knew what it was 
to study the Bible before. And 
why should I, for had I-not just 
then found the key? I never 
knew what it was to preach 
before. ‘Old things have passed 
away’ in my experience. ‘Behold 
all things have become new.’ ” 

Even more revealing of Dr. 
Chapman’s teaching and practice 
ang experience in the power of 
the Holy Spirit is the following 
passage by Dr. Chapman: “‘ 
had,’ said Dr. Chapman, ‘an ig- 
norant man in my _ church, in 
Philadelphia, by the name of S., 
who utterly murdered the king’s 
English. When he first stood up 
to talk, and you heard him for 
the first time, you would. be 
amazed, and would hope that he 
would not speak long. But soon 
you would begin to wonder at the 
marvelous power of his words. I 
will tell you the secret of it. I 
once called thirty of the workers.

of my church. together to pray 
for the baptism of power for @ 
special work»: He. rose and left 


the room... I.afterward found him 
alone in a little room. of the 
church pleading in. prayer: ‘O

me .what it is that hinders thy 
coming. I will give up every- 
thing. Come, O Holy Spirit, come 
and take possession of me, and 
help me to. Win men.’ He arose 
from his knees and met me face 
to face, and said: ‘Pastor, I have 
receiveg the Holy Ghost.’ To my 
certain knowledge, since that time 
(about three years ago) that ig- 
norant: man has led more than a 
hundred men to Jesus.” (Holiness 
and Power, pages 329-30). 

The marvelous ministry of J. 
Wilbur Chapman can be explained 
only by the fact that he, like 
Moody and Torrey, was filled with 
the Holy Spirit, definitely endued 
with the Holy Spirit, or filled with 
the Holy Spirit, or baptizeq with 
the Holy Spirit, whichever term 
you care to use. Chapman was 
associated with Moody, was Sse- 
lected by Moody to be vice-presi- 
dent of Moody Bible Institute and 
was the author of the book, The 
Life and Work of D. L. Moody. 
In fact,- Dr. Chapman tells us 
that it was Moody himself who 
led Chapman to the first full as- 
surance of salvation. 

In the biography of J. Wilbur 
Chapman by Ottman, is this strik- 
ing statement. “He had _ wit- 
nessed such marvelous. manifes- 
tations of the Spirit of Gog in so 
many of his meetings that he 
felt a keen disappointment. when 
the tide failed to reach. the full 
flood.”” He was a mighty, heart- 
moving preacher, filled with the 
Chapman __ himself 
had. prayed for the fullness of the 
Spirit. He taught others to. pray 


for “the baptism of power for a. 


special work.” 


Billy. Sunday, Who. Won Over 

\ Million Souls to Christ, 

» Was Definitely « Filled 
\ With the Holy Spirit 

ne Homer Rodeheaver, Billy 
Sunday’s song leader for the most 
powerful years of his ministry, 
has. the following to say. about 
Mr. Sunday: 


-“Mr. Sunday was criticized as 
few men. He could stand ‘criti- 
cism. Put the spotlight on Mr. 
Sunday from any point of view. 
The result is to expose the piti- 
able smallness of his critics. He 
did things that were epic. Under 
his ministry more lives were 
changed than by any man who 
has preached the gospel. More 
than a million» men and women 
‘hit the sawdust trail”..He was 
responsible for multitudes of min- 
isters, missionanies, revived 
churches, Bible schools, and 
Christian activities that reach to 
the four corners of the earth.” 
(Twenty Years With Billy Sun- 
day, p. 24). 

It seems probable- that in a 
harder day and with greater com- 
petition, Bill Sunday won more 
souls than did D. L. Moody, or 
any other single man who ever 
lived, as Mr. Rodeheaver says. 
Again Mr. Rodeheaver says, ‘‘No 
deubt he spoke directly to more 
people in the course of his career 
than any other. man in the world. 
He did this without amplifiers or 
mechanical devices to carry his 
voice”’ (Twenty Years With Pyieiedy 
Sunday, p. 18). 


_ Now was Billy Sunday himself 
filled with the Holy Spirit? Did 
he have a special anointing of 
God, an enduement of power from 
on high such as made possible the 
mnistry of Moody and Torrey and 
of Chapman and of other great 
soul winners? Beyond any 
Shadow of doubt, Billy Sunday 
did have such an enduement of 
power, such a definite filling of 


| the Spirit. 


When I first considered this 
matter I was disappointed that 
we did not have from Billy Sun- 
day’s lips the naming of a certain 
date ang the description of a cer- 
tain experience, when the spirit 


of the Lord came upon him in a

Sunday’s own words, some ac- 
count of a wonderful period of 
emotion and crisis and glory to 
which we could point. I do. not 
know of. any such statement by 
Bily Sunday or of any. published 
record of a time when Billy Sun- 
day was definitely endued. with 
power, And the more I. think 
about it and: pray about it~ the 
more clearly God: has seemed to 
speak to my heart in this mat- 
ter, and to show me His infinite 
wisdom in not allowing us to 
have a definite description of the 
time when Sunday was first fill- 
ed with the Holy Spirit. I. can- 
not. describe the first time I my- 
self was ever filled with the Holy 
Spirit. For one thing, I. began 
soul winning when I was fifteen 
years old. For another thing, I 
had the mighty power of God up- 
on me in soul winning before I 
understood the doctrine of the 
Holy Spirit. I prayed for power 
before I knew the Bible termin- 
ology for the power I needed and 
wanted. I made the surrender to 
the will of .God and gave myself 
wholly to soul-winning work be- 
fore I knew that these were the 
requirements which God made for 
the fullness of the Holy Spirit. 
So I cannot describe a certain 
climax and crisis of emotion and 
glorious assurance to mark the 
first time I was filled with the 
Holy Spirit. And the same thing 
seems to have been true about 
Billy Sunday ang of thousands of 
other remarkable soul winners. No 
doubt God in His mercy wanted 
us to see that the evidence that 
He Himself describes in Acts 1:8: 
“Ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come_ upon 
you...’’ is enough. Soul-winning 
power is enough. 


But was Billy Sunday conscious 


of being. filled with the Holy). 


Spirit ?.. Did he meet the require, 
ments for.a special enduement. of 
power as other. soul winners. have, 
the same. conditions? .. Was . he 
conscious of a. supernatural. en- 
abling: that turned the.hearts of 
sinners. to . Christ’ .when he 
preached ?.. Assuredly, beyond any 
shadow of doubt, he not only. had, 
met God’s. requirements, the. same. 
requirements that other men met, 
and had the same _ supernatural 
enabling, the same enduement of 
power, but he was. definitely 
conscious of that. fullness of the 
Spirit and relieq upon the Holy 
Spirit to do His wondrous Pente- 
costal work. through him, Mr. 
Sunday, in saving souls. 


We would not need further evi- 
dence on this matter than the 
million: souls and more, who 
turned to God under Mr. Sunday’s 
preaching. Souls are saved by 
the power of the Holy Spirit. No 
one ever wins souls through any 
other power. Not human Zeal, not 
human personality, not scholar- 
ship nor even the preaching of the 
Word of God in human wisdom can 


save souls. Even of the Word of 
God itself we are told, “the letter 
killeth .. .” (II Cor. 3:6). So if 


I never had a word from Billy 
Sunday, never had any indication of 
his doctrinal position on this mat- 
ter, I would know that Mr. Sunday 
was mightily filled with the Spirit 
of God for winning souls. 

But the evidence is overwhelm- 
ing that Billy Sunday knew what 
God’s conditions-were that he 
consciously ‘met those conditions, 
and that he knew he was supreme- 
}ly filled with the Spirit of God. 


Remember, first, that Billy 
Sunday was a disciple of J: Wilbur 
Chapman. He worked with the 
famous evangelist three years 
when Mr. Chapman was having 
great union revival campaigns. 
Then when Billy Sunday started 
his own work as an evangelist, it 
was sermons by Dr. Chapman 
which he preached. ‘‘Seven germons 
given him by Dr. Chapman, plus 
his own testimony, made the eight 
with which he started his evan- 
gelistic career’ (Twenty Years 
With Billy. Sunday, p. 21). His 
three years under J. Wilbur Chap- 
man molded his doctrines on the 
power of the Holy Spirit just as 
Moody’s influence molded Dr. 
Chapman’s. Billy Sunday always 
gave more credit to Dr. J. Wilbur 
Chapman. for his. preaching than 
to. anybody else. Hence) Billy- 


Sunday; by» Homer. :Rodeheaver, 
). 


Sunday believed in and preached 
a definite fullness of the Holy 
Spirit as Dr. eas ea believed 
and preached it. 

Billy Sunday’s position on this: 
matter is made clear all the more 
by his own preaching. I have, for 
example, his. printed sermons 
preached in the Omaha, Nebraska, 
campaign in 1915. He preached 
one time on “Have ye received 
the Holy Ghost since ye believed ?”’ 
(Acts 19:2); once on “But tarry 
ye in the city of Jerusalem, until 
ye be endued with power from on 
high” (Luke 24:49); once on “But 
ye shall reeeive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you: 
and ye shall be witnesses unto me 
both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost part of the earth” 
(Acts 1:8); and once on “The 
Revival at © Pentecost.” Those 
sermons upon: those texts and 
subjects indicate the importance 
Bily Sunday himself placed upon 
a definite cnduement of power 
from on high for soul winning. 


But there is am even more re- 
markable evidence that Billy Sun- 
day felt he was endued with power 
from on high, and that he 
preached in 2 wonderful anointing 
from Heaven. Every time Billy 
Sunday preached he opened his 
Bible to one text of Scripture that 
declares, “The Spirit of the Lord 
God is upon me, because the Lord 
hath anointed me to preach .. .,” 
laid his sermon notes upon that 
Scripture and preached with the 
fire and power of God! On this 
matter Mr. Rodeheaver, his as- 
sistant for twenty years, says: 

“Invariably he opened the Bible 
and placed his sermon notes upon 
the passage in Isaiah, first verse 
of the sixty-first chapter, which 
reads: ‘The Spirit of the Lord is 
upon me; because the Lord hath 
anointed me te preach good tidings 
unto the meek; He hath sent me 
to bind up the broken-hearted, to 
proclaim: liberty to the captives, 
and the opening of the prisons to 
them ‘that are bound.’

What experience with God did 
Billy Sunday have that:made him 
always open the Bible to that one 
verse of Scripture?) What. holy 
vow; what compact with ‘God 
moved this mighty soul winner 
that always when he preached the 
gospel his Bible lay. open on the 
pulpit. with these words, ‘The 
Spirit of the Lord God is upon 
me; because the Lord hath 
anointed: me to preach .. .”? 
Surely Mr. Sunday. knew beyond a 
shadow of doubt that the Spirit of 
the Lord was upon him. And he 
surely knew that he was anointed 
to preach. I have no doubt he 
treasured beyond any other knowl- 
edge, the knowledge that his 
power was the power of God and 
that he dare not trifle with it. 
Knowing that he had a holy 
anointing, he pleased God instead 
of men, he preached without any 
compromise, preached in a way 
that offended, that cut, that 
burned.and that assaulted and 
captured the castles of men’s 
hearts for Christ. If Bill Sunday 
had told me with his own voice, 
looking me in the face, that 
he knew he had a_ definite 
enduement of power from God 
for soul winning, and that it 
was a holy trust with which he 
dared not trifle but must keep 
its condition always in mind, it 
would not be more certain in my 
mind than it is. When Mr, Sun- 
day and I were on a radio pro- 
gram together, sat on the same 
platform, and were once. guests 
at the same table he did not tell 
me of such a definite secret ex- 
perience. But he was filled with 
the Holy Ghost and knew it, and 
Claimed this as his treasure above 
all treasure, his one indispensable 
equipment for soul winning. That 
we certainly know by his own 
emphasis on the power of* the 
Holy Spirit in his preaching and 
by. the fact that he always op- 
ened his Bible to this one text in 
Isaiah 61:1 before preaching the 
gospel. 

Other people may . not have 
known where Billy Sunday got 
his power. But he knew, he knew!

Society. On some of their tracts 
I saw three of your booklets ad- 
vertised(What’s Wrong with the 
Dance? What’s Wrong with the 
Movies? and Tobacco). Seeking 
for the truth upon these. three 
subjects’ I immediately sent for 
them. -Then I saw many others: 
advertised in these three and in 
turn sent for them. -I remember 
them almost word for word, for 
God used these to lay upon my 
heart a burden for the lost and to 
call me into full-time work. 


“It was that winter that my 
soul was in deepest agony for the 
lost; ‘mine heart was turned with- 
in me.’

Yesterday we checked up on the 
first two months’ works of the 
Film Evangelists of the Extension 
Department and found that these 
godly young men had reported a 
total of seven hundred and twenty 
decisions! (There are a few re- 
ports yet to be turned in.) Of 
this number, 231 were outright 
conversions and 489 were rededi- 
cations. 


Seven Decisions a Service 

The film evangelists conducted a 
total of 96 services in February 
and March with an average of 
more than seven decisions a serv- 
ice. Some services were conduct- 
ed in strong evangelistic churches 
and others in small pastorless 
churches. Some congregations ran 
into the hundreds and others less 
than twenty! In some _ services 
there. were thirty or forty deci- 
sions and in others there were 
none. .But all in all we feel that 
God has been unusually good and 
gracious and that we have much 
to thank, and praise Him for. 


How They Do It 


The film evangelists show the
